This made 
uschuſe a place of more ſafety in the 
Tyber, near which we cauſed a Cabbin 
to be made to undreſs us in, from 
whence we had a Gallery that reach'd 
juſt co the bathing. place; all made up 
of Canes, Leaves and Boughs,with ad- 
mirable art. The Autuma'we ſpent in 
the Country,and the Carnaval in ſeeing 
Operas, as We us'd to do; though nor 
with equal pleaſure ; the Conſtable of 
a long tme not having the ſame com- 
plaiſance, tenderneſs, and cſteem-for 
me as formerly , he:-ſeldom fpoketo me, 
and when he did, it was 1h ſuch Lan- 
guape,I could have wiſh'drather he had 
not ſpoken at all to me. The Count Ser- 
mine, his Brother, formerly known by 
the name of the Abbot Colonns, who 
had ſeveral times compos'd our differ- 
ences, and 'by his prudence hinder'd 
them from. breaking 'out,: is a witnels 
of my ſufferings. Notable to endure 
any longer fuch ſenſible diſpleaſures and 
injuries, I apply'd my thoughts to find 
out a remedy.'

» The mean while as the Con- 
ſtables freaks and lights increas'd every 
day, ſodid my trouble and vexation : 
My Brother the better to perſwade me 
to conceal my reſentment, told me of- 
ten, he fear'd I ſhould not long en- 
joy my liberty, adding once in Ma- 
dam Mazarin's preſence, that when

The 
Coachman was threatned if he did not 
make hafte, and obeyed his orders ſo 
well, that by night we got within {ght 
of Civite Vecchia, Pelletier had agreed 
with theaMarriners they ſhould take 
us aboard five Miles from the Town, 
leſt we ſhould be diſcover'd at the Port : 
we ſent them news of our comiag, the 
rather for that a Lacquey we had diſ- 
patch'd before to that purpole, and ex- 
peRed with extreme impatience, was 
not. return'd.

About Evening we diſcovor'd a Brigan- 
tine, and the Maſter fearing it might 
be 4 Turkiſh Veſlel, we drew near ſome 
Rocks on the Coaſt of T»/cany, where 
he ſhew'd us a place where we might 
diſerbark and be in ſafety, in caſe he 
ſhould be forc'd to fight. Coaſting 
near the Rocks, he at laſt knew the 
Veſſel, and having ask'd whence the 
came, -and finding her a G-meeſe, we 
continued our Voyage toMonace: where 
the Calm being on the fudden turn'd 
into a Storm, my Siſter grew very Sea- 
ſick, the Tempeſt being fo great that 
we were in great danger of Shipwrack. 

The Plague was 1n the Neighbovur- 
hood of Civits Yecchia , where we

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took Shipping ;, and having not had 
1 x53 ny liberty to diſembark 
or want of a Certificate (that we came 
from a place uninte&ted) yall we got to 
Monaco, We obtain'd a falſe one there, 
with the help. of ſome Piſtols given 
for that purpoſe. Our Maſter unwilling 
to land us at Maryſellis, by: reaſon of 
fome_ difference he ſaid he had with 
ſome of the Town, it proy'd lucky 
for us by preventing our falling in a- 
mong the Fe/ucas and Gallies the Con- 
ſtable had ſent in purſuit of us, which 
could not have miſs'd of us, had not 
our Maſter ſteer'd his courle to avoid 
Mar ſellis. After nine days ſailing, we 
arriv'd ſafe at Cixtat, where havi 

reſted four hours, we mounted Horſes we 
had hir'd for our Journey ; '/and travel- 
lingall night,arriv'd betimesat4farſellis, 
I enquir'd there for Monſieur | Armor, 
Maſter of the Gallies, hoping he had 
a Paſs for me, having Jelir'd it of his 
Majeſty before we lefr Rome; being 
told he was very lick, FRONT my 
ſelf oblig'd to give him a-vilit ; and 
having told him who I was, and that I 
was ſorry to 6nd him in the condition 
he 
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he was in, I ask'd him 4f /he had not 
ſomething from the King to give me. 
He could icarce anſwer me, tor an Apo- 
plex he was fallen into, but, gave me 
a Pacquet ſeal'd, wherein was a Paſſe, 
with a Letter from his Majelty,and ano- 
ther from Monſieur de Pempone , for 
Monſieur Grignan the Kings Lieutenant 
in Provence,who had a particular charge 
to receive me at Aix, and affilt me with 
his Authority, 2nd any thing elle in his 
Power. . At our rerurn from Moolicur 
Arnous's, we wentito Bed, but had 
ſcarce reſted an hour, but they awak'd 
me, tolet me know Captain Maxchins 
delir'd to ſpeak with me from the Con- 
ſtable. All my People trembled at the 
news; and to prevent further incog- 
venience, I gave Monſicur Arnough 
telligence of it, He preſently (ent me, 
a Guard, and pray'd me very earneſtly 
to takea Lodging in his Houle, where 
I might be ater than in any other place. 
I did (o, having firſt given Mazchint au- 
dience, who had no propoſal to make 
me, but to return to the Conſtable, or 
ſay there at leaſt till he could ſend;me 
T Train more ſuitable to my-:Qualicy, 
G 4 and 
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and ſuch- things as were neceſlary for 
my continuing my Journey with more 
decency and {plendour. | He forgot not 
to mind me of my Children, judging 
the tenderneſs I had for them, might 
perhaps prevail with me to take the re- 
fjolutivn he endeavour'd to perſwade 
me to: But though I lov'd my Chil- 
dren infinitely, I tear'd more my own 
danger, and making no doubt bur all 
his good. words were only a Cloak for 
ſome 1] deſign,I told him 1 was reſolv'd 
not to return : With that I ſtept into 
the Coach Monſieur Arnous had fent 
me, with a Gentleman in it, and went 
to his Houſe, where we were fo well 
receiv'd, entertain'd, and lodg'd, that

*our Voyage. - The day after, news 
was brought me from Monſieur Grig- 
#4n, (to whom Ihad ſent Monſieur de 
Pomfones Letter)that he had ſent a Gen-

the Marqueſs Borgemanzerohad written, 
as to his intimate Fnend, to receive us, 
and permit us to follow him tilt we 
came to F/axdeys, with the Regiment, 
for 
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for fear we ſhould meet with ſome 
French T » who commutted great 
diſorders in theſe Countries. 

Before we arriv'd into the Camp of 
the Marquels. 4 Aſfenter, Forrune hav- 
ing defign'd to ule Borgamaneroas an In- 
ſtrument ro perſecute me, found the 
means to help us out of a ſcurvy acci- 
dent befallen us by the breaking of our 
Coach, which happening to be ina 
place where we had neither time nor 
materials to mend it, Horles were 
offer'd us. And the way being very 
dangerous, the Weather cold, and 
the Night dark, being not far from the 
Marquels 4 Aſſent«rs Camp, — 
ed of a very fine Horſe ofter'd me by 
the Marquels of Marber, Camp Maſter 
to the Regiment, and a Gentleman of 
one of the beſt Families in Flanders, 
Two of my Maids mounted other 
Horſes provided for them, and the reft 
of my Train went with good Paſs- 
ports for Hollexd : Four or Five Days 
after our arrival in the Camp, we conti- 
nued our” Journey in a Coach of the 
Marqueſs a'Aſſentars, 

Thus Horſe ſo good and fo ſure was, 
thovgh 
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though indirectly, the cauſe of all 
fucure ſufferings, and threw me hea 
long into misfortunes I had not fore- 
ſeen. The Marqueſs de Borgamanero 
having from that time reſolv'd my 
ruine, and executed his deſigns with 
ſo much Art, it was not in my power 
to defeat: During my Journey , the 
Principal Officers as well Spaniards, as 
Hollandersand Flemming s,exprelt for me 
all the care and complailance imagina- 
ble, endeavouring to divert me ſome- 
times at Play and ſometimes by dil- 
courle. As I was thus paſſing my time, 
with a great deal of Pleaſure, I obſerv'd 
the Marqueſs often out of humour, 
and in deep meditation: I litele dreamr 
of what heand & Aſenter plotted a- 
gainſt-me, who could not imagin the 
ill prepared for me, with the help of 
the Count de Monterey, then Gover- 
nour of Flanders, ſufficiently poſſeſt 
with reports to my prejudice, We ar- 
riv'd at Malines, where the Governovur 
told me, the Count had written to 
him not tolet me paſs further,till things 
were in readineſs for my being received 
into a Covent at Bruſſels. *Tis impoſ- 


{ible 
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ſible to expreſs how I was altonith'd ar 
this admirable Complement, and un- 
expted Reception. The Marqueſs 
fearing I might attribute this proceed- 
iag to him, madeas if he had been ex- 
tremely furpriz'd, to which he added 
Oaths and Protzſtations I thought ſo ſin- 
cere, that I iaſtantly pray'd him to go 
preſently to Bruſſels, and iatreat the 
Count to give me leave to come into 
that City, and retire _ into. the Covent 
of Barlemont, to recolltyin ſome mea- 
ſure, the liberty taken from me by the 
Governour of Maslines, who, under 
pretence of doing me honour, plac'd 
Guards about my Houſe ; a civil way 
to colour may impriſonment, but a dou- 
ble offence to hide an injury under the 
vail of an obliging ation : The Mar- 
queſs promis'd ro do me all the good 
offices in his _ fo the Count, 
and I expected his performance , hop- 
ing nag proteitation he made of 
ſincerity, and my confidence in him, 
notwithſtanding the juſt cauſe of ſu- 
ſpition I had from the order above men- 
tioned, would have oblig'd him to lay 
alide all thoughts of revenge, and ſerve

me faithfully ia this affair, or at leaſt to 
remain neuter, and not do me harm.

our Ladits of Belvedere, about two 
Leagues from Madrid, where I was re- 
ceived by the Duchels a" Albaquerque, 
and the Admirals Daughter 1n Law, 
Wiſe to the Marquels a Alcannizas, the 
Admirals ſecond Son, and by the Duke 
A Albuquerque (lince dead:)They brought 
me toa Houſe of pleaſure of the Ad- 
mirals, on the Eaſt-ſide of 4/adrid, ve- 
ry richly furniſh'd, and adorn'd with 
the moſt excelient and rareſt Painting in 
—_ ; and, in a word, the fineſt and 
moſt pleaſant place cf all Spain: 1 was 


there about two Months, and then, 
fearing I might be troubleſome to thi 
Admiral, (who treated me ſplendidly 
enough) and ſeeing him naturally care. 
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leſs, ſo that he did not preſs the Queen 
for her permiſhon, for my going into a 
Covent asſhe had promis'd me,Iwent my 
ſelf ro ſpeak to her Majeſty, and intreated

That I might neither give, nor receive

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trouble in my new habitation, they a(- 
fign'd me the half of the next houſe 
for my Apartment, where they plac'd 
Grates, and left the reſt of it for the Ab- 
bot Don Fernand de Colonna, and my 
Family : I was at firſt at a great loſs for 
want of the Spaniſb Tongue, and my 
ignorance of the Cuſtoms: of the Na- 
tion ; and had it not been for Downe 
Vittoria Porcia Oreſco, Siſter tothe Mar- 

ueſs Mortara, then Abbeſs,who could 
peak 1talian pretty well, and is very 
INgenious, I had had a very ull time 
on't. Afterwards I made an acquain- 
tance with ſome pf the Nuns, and paſt 
my time pleaſantly enough among 
them, till having ask'd leave to go a- 
broad once a week (as I had been made 
to believe I ſhould, and was granted 
me at Twrin) I underſtood it had been 
denied me at Rowe, Soon after this I 
had news that the Conſtable, whom I 
had preſſed with much earneſtneſs to 
ſend me my ſecond Son, (and in order 
thereto, that he would take him along 
with him into Flanders, where the 
Queen, at my motion, had honour'd 
him with a command of two mays 
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of Horſe) was ſo far from giving me 
that ſatisfaction, that he had wrirten to 
the Queen and the Admiral , who 
had deiir'd it of him for me, that he 
had- no mind I ſhould ftir out of the 
Covent, and intreated her Majeſty not 
to permit it; that I was ſafe, and in 
hands at Madrid, and that he 
was loath to hazard the ſeeing me at 
liberty elſewhere. Nothing provokes 
me more than contradiction , *ris hard 
to expreſs how highly I reſented this 
uſage, eſpecially conſidering I was con- 
tinually watch'd by a number of per- 
ſons, who were ſpyes upon my actions, 
by the appointment of the Abbot Dox 
Fernand, who with a furious rigour ex- 
ecuted the Conſtables orders : Beſides, 
there were ſeveral diſafſeted perſons, 
who made it their buſineſs to fet m 
Husband againſt me, and do me ill ot- 
fices, writing to him I had amind to 
be gone, and would certainly do it, 
if not carefully watch'd, This made 
me reſolve th quit the Covent, and let 
them ſee all the pains they took to 
keep me up cloſe, could keep me there 
no longer than I pleas'd, Dox Fernand 
being 
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being abroad, and all my Men with 
him, I commanded myMaids to throw.

this- the Nuncio preſently fent me: a 
RD ſome wagons for bar + _ 
mi ing invain expected the Duke 
of OfanseCoach, who ſent me word by 
the Page after cight hours waiting he 
would comein perſon to ſeeme.

Finding my ſelf diſti- 
tute of hopes from France, and lels 
honour'd than formerly by the Sove- 
raign of Savoy, I laid hold on an op- 
portunity offer'd me by a Voyage of the 
Marquels ac Bourgamanero tO Turin, tO 
intreat him to prevail with the Conſta- 
ble, his very good Friend, to give me 
leave to go into Fraxce, being aflur'd 
the King would not deny me that fa- 
vour it the Conſtable defir'd it. The 
Marquels return'd to Millan to lerve me 
on this occaſion, and with full purpoſe 
to return to me as ſoon as he ſhould ob- 
rain the permiſhon requilite from the 
Court of Spain, where he ſaid he muſt 
write to obtain it, being not dilpos'd 
to ask it of the Duke 4a" Ofſanz, then 

I 2 Viceroy 
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Viceroy of Millan, for fear of being 
deny'd by him, who had already, by 
his fault, loſt the Love and Eſteem this 
Gentleman had once had for him, 
While matters {tood thus, the Conſta- 
ble flatter'd me with hopes the moſt 
Chriſtian King would permit me to re- 
turn into F. axce,afluring me he had in- 
treated his Majeſty to do it. *Twas no 
hard matter to make me believe a thing 
I ſo much delir'd: I was the more in- 
duc'd to believe this, as knowing it for 
the Conſtables intereſt I ſhould leave 
Turin: The Marqueſs de Borgamanero, 
the beginning of Autumn, return'd 
with the permiſſion (I mention'd) grant- 
ed by the Queen Regent of Spair: 
But finding the Conſtable writ to me 
every day hz had not receiv'd anſwer 
from Fraxzce, and judging he would 
be better pleasd I ſhould retire into 
Flanders than any other place,] reſolv'd 
to go thither, intending to ſet out 
within cight days, I ſpoke of it to 
the Marqueſs who highly approv'd it, 
About this time Irecerved leveral viſits

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from the Duke of Savoy, butnot with | 


the ſatisfation I had formerly from | 


them, 
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them, being grown {o weary of the 
uneavennels of his humour,that though 
he often pray'd me to communicate my 
reſolution he could not prevail : This 
did ſo anger him, that Madam Royal 
took notice of it; and, when I rook 
my leave of her, ask'd me what I had 
done to the Duke, that he return'd 
ſo vex'd and out of humour from the 
Covent: I anlwer'd, he muſt attribute 
to himlelf and the incquality of his 
temper all I had done to hum, and 
that if he had not given me cauſe 
to complain of him, I had not given 
him cauſe of complaint againſt me. 
Yet the Morning before we (cr out, the 
Marqueſs preſſing me very much to 
take my leave of that Prince, I did him 
that Devoir more out of civility than 
inclination, The Duke made leveral 
Complaints, and told me he was much 
diſpleaſed at the reſolution I had taken 
to be gone, and prels'd me very much 
tolet him know whither I wear, pro- 
tcſting that wherever I went I ſhould 
not find a Prince more willing to ob- 

lige me, Theard very attentively his 


complaints and his cftcrs, and as l 
T took 
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took my leave of him, I thank'd him 
tor the latter, which I could not accept, 
being relolv'd to quit his Dominions, 
He gave me his hand and brought me 
ro the Coach : We went for Kone 1n 
the State of Aillan, with delign to 
uu thence into Switzerland, but being 

a days Journey from Turin, the Mar. 
quels, and the Abbot 0a who was 
come from Rome, to lerve as Chaplain 
(being in truth a learned Man, but far 
ſhort of rhe other 1n Zeal and Fidelity)be- 
gan todiflwade me from paſſing through 
Millan , telling me , they were well 
aflur'd ſomething would be attempted 
againſt my perlon, and that I was to ſave 


my (elf as long as I could from ambuſhes | 


laid for me, and that the Duke a” Ofſ«- 
#1 would certainly order me to be ſtaid. 


It was 2 pretty while cre I would 


yield torheir Counſels, but ſubmitting 
at length to their Eloquence and the 
ſtrengch of their Reaſons, I took the 
Road of Sr. Bernard, accompanied 
with the Marqueſs, the Abbot, Ad 

rena , and a Valet de Chambre call'd 
Martin, having ſent away the reſt of 
my people by Rc: I was ſoon eonvinc'd 
ot 
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of the truth of what they ſaid, for the 
Duke 4 0j/#nz, being inform'd of my 
departure from Turin by a Cournier 
Don Maurice had diſpatch'd, and preſt 
by Letters from the Conſtable to tend 
me to the Caſtle of Millar, gave order 
I ſhould be arreſted, believing I would 
paſs by Rene, having ſent ſome of my 
People that way : My Maid Conſtance 
receiv'd inthe Priſon there all Honour 
imaginable, being taken for me, till Co- 
vonago a Knight of Malta fent by the 
Duke to ſee me,undeceiv'd them,and at 
the ſame time delivered thole of my 
Train out of the pleaſanteſt Priſon 1ma- 
ginable, where for cight days they had 
been ſplendidly treated, and afterwards 
enjoyed,as an effect of that Dukes gene- 
rolity, all forts of divertiſements. We 
came far ſhort of that pleaſure in our 
Journey over the Mountain St. Ber ard, 
travelling throwSnow,andover horrible 
precipices: However we arriv'd {afe at 
Baſſe, where we had the news of what 
had happened tomyPeople at Rove,who, 
a tew days after they were at liberty, 
came to us at Mayence,whence we paſt 
to Frencfort, t) go thence to Co/opne, 
I 4 taking 
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taking that compals to pleaſe the Mar- 
quels and the Abbot,who were not wil- 
10g to be at the Siege of Bonne, or meet 
the Spaniſh or French Troops then on 
their march : Ihad the honour to lee 
the Ducheſs of Lorrain, and to receive 
of her Highneſs all the demonſtrations 
of affection I could with, during our 
three days ſtay at Franckfort, Having 
ſo long enjoy'd the {weet converſation 
of that Prince(s, impatient of longer 
ſtay, I ſet forward on my Journey, 
wherein 1s 1mpoſlible ro comprehend, 
much more to exprels, what I ſuffer'd 
from the ſuſpicious humour, the in- 
tolerable flegm, and continual watch- 
ing of one "of my Fellow Travellers, 
who ſtill had an Eye upon me, and 
from the impertinence of the other. 
This laſted till I came to Cologne, where 
the form*T, thinking it neither lafe nor 
civil to continue troubling me, alter'd 
his courſe ; being well inform'd, the 
Embaſladors of ſeveral Crowns had 
made me offers of their Services, and 
fearing perhaps the advice I received 
from tome might make me alter my 
mind , as I had certainly done, if For- 
tune 
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tune, obſtinately bent to perlecute me, 
had not (by hindring me to give cre- 
dit to what Monſieur Courtin, and 
Monſieur Barre/lon, foretold me would 
come to pals, it I went into Flanders) 
unhappily caus'd me to {light their ad- 
vice. But the Marquels and the Abbot, 
fearing the Diſcourſe and Correſpon- 
dence I held with theſe Ambaſſadors, 
might not only obſtruct, but ruine their 
deligns, made ule of all the Credit and 
Eloquence they had to perſwade me 
for Flanders, The Marqueſs could not 
reſt til] he ſaw me on my way , letting 
me know, that Dow» Manuel de Lyra, 
the Spanrſh Envoy, had given him 1n- 
telligence of a Spaziſh Regiment, which 
was on their march to convoy Money 
to the Army, and toreturn : He made 
us believe this the moſt favourable op- 
portunity we could wiſh to guard us 
into the Camp of thE Marqueſs 4” 4ſ- 
ſentar,Camp Maſter General, afterwards 
kill'd in the Battel of Sexnef, to whom 
the Marqueſs Borgamaxcrohad written, 
as to his intimate Friend, to receive us, 
and permir us to follow him till we 
came to Flanders, with the Regiment, 

tor 
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for fear we ſhould meet with ſome 
French Troops, who committed grear 
diſorders in theſe Countries. 

Before we arriv'd into the Camp of 
the Marqueſs 4 Aſerrar, Fortune hav- 
ing deſign'd to uſe Borgamaneroas an In- 
ftrument to perſecute me, found the 
means to help us out of a ſcurvy acci- 
dent befallen us by the breaking of our 
Coach, which happening to be in a 
place where we had neither time nor 

, materials to mend it, Horles were 
offer'd us. And the way being very 
dangerous, the Weather cold, and 
the Night dark, being not far from the 
Marqueſs 4 Aſſentars Camp, I accept- 
ed of a very fine Horſe ofter'd me by 
the Marqueſs of Marbey, Camp Maſter 
to the Regiment, and a Gentleman of 
one of the beſt Families in Flanders, 
Two of my Maids mounted other 
Horſes provided for them, and the reſt 
of my Train went with good Pals- 
ports for Hol{and : Four or Five Days 
after our arrival 1a the Camp, we conti- 
nued our Journey in a Coach of the 
Marquels a"Aſſentars, 

This Horle fo good and fo fure was, 
though 


though indirectly, the cauſe of all my 
future ſufferings, and threw me head- 
long into misfortunes I had not fore- 
ſeen. The Marqueſs de Borgamanero 
having from that time reſolv'd m 

ruine, and executed his deſigns wit 

ſo much Art, it was not in my power 
to defeat: During my Journey , the 
Principal Officers as well Spaniards, as 
Hollandersand Flemmings,expreſt for me 
all the care and complaiſance 1magina- 
ble, endeavouring to divert me {ome- 
times at Play and ſometimes by dil- 
courſe. AsIwas thus paſſing my time, 
with a great deal of Pleaſure, I obſerv'd 
the Marqueſs often out of humour, 
and in deep meditation: I little dreamr 
of what heand 4 Aſenter plotted a- 
gainſt me, who could not imagin the 
ill prepared for me, with the help of 
the Count de Monterey, then Gover- 
nour of Flanders, ſufficiently poſleſt 
with reports to my prejudice, We ar- 
riv'd at Malines, where the Governour 
told me, the Count had written to 
him not tolet me pals further,till things 
were in readineſs for my being received 
into a Covent at Bruſſels, *Tis impoſ- 
bible 
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ſible ro expreſs how I was aſtogniſh'd at 
this admirable Complement, and un- 
exp&ted Reception, The Marquels 
fearing I might attribute this proceed- 

ing to him, mideas1t he had been ex- 
tremely ſurpriz'd, to which he added 
Oath and Protzſtations I thought ſoſin- 
cere, that I in{tantly pray'd him to g0 
preſently to Bruſſe {ls, and intreat the 
Count to give me leave to come into 
that City, and retire into the Covent 
of Barlemont, to recover, in lome me1- 
ſure, the liberty taken from me by the 
Governour of Malines; who, under 
pretence of doing me honour, plac'd 
Guards about my Houle; a civil way 
to colour my impriſonment, but a dou- 
ble offence to hide an injury under the 
vail of an obliging ation : The Mar- 
quels promis'd to do me all the good 
offices in his power with the Count, 

and I expected his performance , hop- 

ing that the proteitation he made of 
ſincerity, and my confidence in him, 

notwithſtanding the juſt cauſe of ſu- 
ſpition I hid from the order above men- 
tioned, would have oblig'd him to lay 
alide all thoughts of revenge, and ſerve 
me 
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me faithfully in this affair, or at leaft to 
remain neuter, and not do me harm. 
Burt the pleature of Revenge is a weak- 
nels incident to Men as well as Wo- 
men, and more craminal in the former. 
The Marqueſs and Abbot did all they 
could to inſpire into the Count 
a hatred againſt me, and advisd 
him to clap me up in the Cittadel of 
Antwerp,to prevent my going to France 
or England : So that when I was fully 
perſwaded thele two Gentlemen la- 
bour'd my liberty, and; to baniſh from 
my mind all umbrage to the contrary, 
I look'd on the paſlages at Malizes as 
an illuſion of fancy, behold with Bowr- 
pamanero 1 Gentleman from the Count 
who told me, his Excellency being ob- 
lig'd to march the next day with the 
Army to meet the French Troops, de- 
lir'd me to ſtay at Antwerp till his re- 
turn : The Marqueſs to confirm the 
complement, or (ro name it right) the 
order, told me with a feigned trouble, 
that there was a neceſſity of obeying it, 
but that it ſhould be for tew days, and 
ſo long only till an an{wer might be 
had from the Conſtable, and leave from 
the

the Pope for my entring a Covent : 
that he was extremely forry it had not 
been in his power to obtain leave from 
the Couar tor my coming to Bruſſels : 
that the refuſal was to be attributed to 
the ill informations he had received of 
me ; adding, that time muſt be al- 
low'd to take away the ill impreſſions 
they had made, and that he would un- 
dertake the doing it. I did not yet mi- 
ſtruſt him,not doubting but he proceed- 
ded with the generoſity he pretended, 
bur told him I was very ſenſible of his 

kind offers,and accepted of them. And, 
ſeeing there was thea no other courſe 

to be taken, I went with the Admiral 

a board a fine Barque he had brought to 

take me in. The next day we arriv'd 

at Antwerp very early , they kept me 
ſo long aboard afier our arrival, that 1 
began to (uſpe& ſomething in hand a- 
gainſt me, Yet after three hours wait- 
1ng,news being come that the Marqueſs 
d' Ofſeyra,Governour of the place, wait- 
ed for mein his Coach, Ithought all 
well again,concluding, by all appearan- 
ces,it was done for my honour. Having 
landed, I went into the Coach with 
Borga- 
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Borgamanero and the Governour, who 
carried me ſtrait away to the Cittadel, 
where continuing in my miſtake, and 
thiaking my ſelf at liberty, all my 
care the firſt day was to recover of my 
wearinels: The ſecond day I pray'd 
the Governour to let me have a Coach 
to go abroad in: Forgamanero aſto- 
niſht at this, told me with ſome trou- 
ble, that the weather was foul, and 
that I were better reſt my ſelf a little 
longer : Having thank'd him for ſo ob- 
liging a care, I made no further reply : 
Burt the next day, Borgamanero being 
gone to the Count de Monterey at the 

rmy, and the Abbot Oliva to Bruſſells, 
under pretence of returning that way 
to Rone, they plac'd two Guards and 
an Officer at my door : Then it was I 
clearly ſaw my former blindneſs, and 
the treachery of my pretended Friends z 
and that if Borgamanero had kept 
them from uſing me thus till after his 
departure, 1t was fog no other end, but 
that he might not be thought the Au- 
thor of my ill uſage: But in the Af 
fairs of this World the blow is often 
telt when the hand that gave it Ron 
ecn - 
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ſeen : This was not all, but, as if I 
had been an offender againſt the State, 
they received and opened all the Let- 
ters written by me, or addrefſed to me 
they proceeded yet further, for Borga- 
manero, not thinking himlelf ſuffici- 
ently reveng'd of my lights and con- 
tempts, which proceeded only from the 
ſmall .obligation I had to him, and 
knowing I had received a Letter from 
the Con!t:ble, and a Brief ' from the 
Pope, wherein he permirted'the Arch- 
biſhop to give me my choice what Co- 
vent I would go into ; he advisd the 
Count Afonterey to ſtay for an an{wer 
and an order that was to be ſent me 
from Spain, telling him, he was very 
well afſur'd wharever he had done to 
me ſhould be very well approv'd, not 
only by the - Conſtable , but by the 
Queen Regent. By this artifice he 
= the neck of the buftnefs, when I 
thought it almoſt concluded : The 1n- 
formations he had ſent againſt me into 
Shain and /taly.had the effect he defir'd. 
The Q1cen order'd the Count to make 
ſure of my perſon, and the Conſtable 
commending highly their condudt as to 
me, 
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me, ſent me a Letter in juſtification of 
it: That upon advice had-.of my in- 
tentions to go into France Or England, 
they were oblig'd to deprive me of li- 
berty. to execute the gelga, 'Twas 
in vain to ſtand upon my defence, and 
endeavour to clear my ſelf of the falle 
accuſations. ; I told the Count, when 
he came to ſee me in the Cittadel as he 
return'd from the Army,/as I had byLet- 
ter acquainted the Conſtable) that if I' 
had had the delign they ſpoke of, it 
would have been ancaſie matter to have 
put it 1n execution at Co/ogne, where 
the one and the other very well knew 
I wanted neuher Friends nor Favour, 
This had been reaſon enough to any 
other to have laid aſide all ſulpitions of 
of this nature : But che artitice of the 
Marquels prevail'd over my innocence, 
The lecond vilit the Count made me, 
upon my complaint of the continu- 
ance of my rigorous uſage, and intreat- 
ing his leave to &9 to Br«ſſells as I was 
promis'd, he reſolv'd to latihe me, and 
gave Borgamanero charge to provide for 
my reception there: He hir'd me an 
Appartment adjoining cloſe to the 
K Engluh 
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Engliſh Covent,wherein he ſet up more 

Grares than were in the Covent. This 

famous habitation being fitred for me, 

he went to Bourpgotene, and notice was 

given me of the Lodging provided for 
me: Two of my Maids, whom I had 
ſent to Braſſe/ls, having reported to 
me the Circumſtances of this honou- 
rable Priſon, and told me I were better 
ſtay where I was ; I would not believe 
them, as not able to imagine, though 
they had depriv'd me of liberty to go 
abroad and walk the Town,they would 
alſo deny me entrance into the Covent, 
All things now ready, and this plea\ 
ſant habitation in order, the Count 
ſent the Captain of his Guards, with 
whom I embark'd for Bruſſels, where 
I had a great delire to ſtay : Having in 
this ſhort Voyage inform'd my ſelf bet- 
ter of the particularconveniences of my 
future habitation , I began in good 
earneſt to be afraid of lying there, and 
reſolv'd to take Sanfuary in a conſecra- 
ted place nearit , ſo that a very fine 
Coach of the Counts being ſent for my 
reception ,to carry meto this Lodging, 
without allowing me the liberty of ſee- 
ng
